We have to go on record as opposing 
the move by the City Council to reduce 
the number of Planning Commissioners to 
five from seven commissioners. In 1975, 
the City Council reduced the number to 
five, and three years later they changed 
their minds, reversing their earlier de¬ 
cision. 

They were right in 1978. 

Why do the present Council mem¬ 
bers—at least three of them—want to 
lower the number? "The benefit of fewer 
planning commissioners would mean two 
less agenda packets would need to be pre¬ 
pared, staff time required to provide 
support to the two commissioners would 
be freed to perform other related func¬ 
tions, and, arguably, planning commission 
meetings could be shortened." Those are 
the reasons given in the staff report at last 
week’s City Council meeting. They worry 
about a few papers being copied and a 
few minutes of staff time, and these are 
some of the same City Councilmembers 
who agreed to the upgrading of the audio 
system to the tune of $25,000, a system 
that hisses every time a paper is moved at 
the council bench. Somewhere something 
doesn’t ring true. That reason is not good 
enough. In fact, it’s ridiculous. 

The other reason given is that other 
cities have fewer Planning Commissioners 
per 1000 population. Maybe with the un¬ 
ique problems we have in Sierra Madre, 
with the prospective lawsuits looming and 
the crest of new development showing, we 
need more Planning Commissioners. It’s 
true that more doesn’t mean better; how¬ 
ever, having a wide variety of professions 
and a wider representation around the city 
surely makes for a better Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

Why did the 1978 City Council 
choose to augment the commission? Then- 
Mayor Tom Edwards felt that it would 
give the commission "a greater range of 
input and would provide better continuity 
when resignations occur." Then-Council¬ 
man Charles Corp said that having seven 
commissioners "would reduce somewhat 
the stress factor, and would permit a 
better interchange of ideas." Those re¬ 
marks were taken from the minutes of

• Are you aware that there’s a May 10 
solar eclipse just around the corner? 

Of course, the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology urges everyone to beware of 
looking at the eclipse because it can cause 
irreparal^le burns to the retina, the mem¬ 
brane at the back of the eye that transmfts^ 
light images to the brain via the optic nerve. 

Commercial sunglasses are not safe for 
looking at the sun. There are other devic- 
s es—welder’s goggles, smoke-colored glass, 
mylar glasses. Look at the eclipse indirectly. 
If it’s being broadcast on television, look at 
it there. 

A total solar eclipse is one in which the 
moon completely hides the sun. The one this 
year is called an "annular eclipse." The 
moon will be farther away and will therefore 
appear slightly smaller. As a result, like a 
penny peaking out from under a dime, a thin 
"ring, or "annulus," along the sun’s outer 
edge will show around the dark silhouette of 
the moon. 

Watch it with care... 

• With Mother’s Day looming this Sun¬ 
day, more than 100 million long-distance 
calls will travel along one of the networks. 
This day of telephoning is busier than Val¬ 
entine’s Day, Thanksgiving or Christmas.

sit awhile. We began to notice many variation 
of E«ca(ypms—trucks of differing patterns and 
colors, rounded and oblong leaves and flowers 
ranging from creamy white to oranges and 
crimson reds. 

More red flowers caught our eye and we 
went off to investigate the collection of Callis- 
temon, which range along the west road. The 
flowers are spikey and brush-like, giving rise 
to the common name. Bottle Brush. Again, as 
with the Eucalyptus, many subtle variations 
become apparent. Some flowers are softer and 
more feathery, while others appear very stiff. 
The colors, too, vary from coral to deep red. 

One of the preservation techniques of 
Callistemon h its response to the intense heat 
of brush fires, for which Australia is famous. 
The seeds which develop at the base of each 
little "bristle" require high, high heat to free 
them for germination. You are much more 
likely to see seedlings of Callistemon after a 
fire than at any other time. 

Have a nice time in Australia. It’s only as 
far as the Arboretum.

The Navajo Indian tribe is the nation’s 
largest. The tribal reservation covers portions 
of Arizona, New Mexico and Utah. Members 
call themselves "the Dine"—pronounced 
"Din’eh," which means "the people." 

Although many of its superstitions have 
died out or have diminished, there are still 
enough to complicate life—hundreds of them. 
These are serious beliefs of the older Navajo, 
who have not ceased "educating" their off¬ 
spring with surprising success. 

Here are but a few of the Navajo 
"don’ts": 

Don’t sleep facing north. That’s were 
evil is—and the dead sleep in that direction. 

Don’t tell your age, or you will grow old 

fast. 

Don’t hate people of the other sex be¬ 
cause they are ugly. You will wind up getting 
married to one. 

Don’t speak to your mother-in-law, or 
look at her. You may have serious prob¬ 
lems—may even go blind. 

Don’t eat from a pot that’s still cooking. 
You will probably starve some day. (Tasting 
is out.) 


As 1 say, there are hundreds of them. 
The oldtimers would like to have them taught 
in reservation schools. 

Naturally, death plays a big role. Funer¬ 
als used to be a very private affair for the 
family with very few in attendance. Until re¬ 
cently, there were no undertakers on the res¬ 
ervation. The adoption of Christianity has 
likely promoted funerals as more of a social 
affair. But note this: if you thank someone 
who helps with a funeral, that person will be 
next to die. 

How do such beliefs continue to exist to 
this extent? 

Remember that the Navajo reservation 
covers 16 million acres. That’s bigger than 
some states. There is little intrusion on their 
activity. Federal income taxes are not levied 
on income from tribal lands held for the Indi¬ 
ans. The land is comparatively roadless. 
Sheep offer the prime source of income. In 
many respects, the reservation is treated as 
sovereign' It is not. But life is definitely 
different—clothing, the language, the customs, 
the arts and crafts are "Dine." 

Sierra Madre it is not.

Is it 
common for them to develop tumors? 


Yes, rats and mice are very susceptible to 
formation of tumors. Rats over two years 
of age are reported to have an eighty- 
seven percent chance of developing one 
or more types of tumors! These tumors 
may be external or internal. It is 
important to see your veterinarian after 
discovering a lump. Most masses can be 
surgically excised and biopsied to 
determine what type of tumor it is, 
whether it is benign or malignant and to 
determine the long-term prognosis.

Summer reading club youth volunteers

At the end of June, the Sierra Madre 
Public Library’s Summer Reading Program 
will begin.
